BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 74 Taxation, Article VI, 
Sections 74-230 through 74-240 of the Cook County Code are hereby amended as follows:

ARTICLE VI. SALES OF NEW MOTOR VEH I CLES MOTOR VEHICLE WEIGHT TAX 
Sec. 74-230. Short title. 

This article shall be known and may be cited as the Cook County N e w Motor V e hicl e and Trail e r 
Excis e Motor Vehicle Weight Tax Ordinance. 

Sec. 74-231. Definitions. 

The following words, terms and phrases, when used in this article, shall have the meanings 
ascribed to them in this section, except where the context clearly indicates a different meaning: 

Alternative Fuel Vehicle means any motor vehicle that is fueled from resources other than 
petroleum. 

Commercial motor vehicle means any vehicle operated for the transportation of persons or 
property in the furtherance of business. 

Curb weight means the weight of a motor vehicle with a full tank of gas. but no passengers or 

cargo. 

Dealer means every person engaged in the business of buying, selling or exchanging new or used 
motor vehicles and who has an established place of business for such purposes in the County. 

Department means the Department of Revenue of the County. 

Hybrid electric vehicle means any motor vehicle which combines a conventional propulsion 
system with an on-board rechargeable energy storage to achieve better fuel economy and emit lower 
emissions than conventional motor vehicles. 


Motor vehicle means every vehicle which is propelled otherwise than by muscular power, 
including but not limited to motorcycles, motor driven cycles, pole trailers, automobiles, reconstructed 
vehicles, road tractors, busses, semitrailers, special mobile equipment, trackless trailers, coaches, trailers, 
trucks, truck tractors and mobile homes. 

Person means every natural person, firm, copartnership, association or corporation. 

Pole trailer means every vehicle without motive power designed to be drawn by another vehicle 
and attached to the towing vehicle by means of a reach or pole, or by being boomed or otherwise secured 
to the towing vehicle, and ordinarily used for transporting long or irregularly shaped loads such as poles, 
pipes or structural members capable generally of sustaining themselves as beams between the supporting 
connection. 

Retail sale means the act or attempted act of selling motor vehicles or otherwise disposing of a 
motor vehicle to a person for use as a consumer. 

Semitrailer means every vehicle with or without motive power, other than a pole trailer, designed 
for carrying persons or property and for being drawn by a motor vehicle and so constructed that some part 
of its w'eight and that of its load rests upon or is carried by another vehicle. 
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Trailer means every vehicle with or without motive power, other than a pole trailer, designed for 
carrying persons or property and for being drawn by a motor vehicle and so constructed that no part of its 
weight rests upon the towing vehicle. 

Truck means every motor vehicle designed, used or maintained primarily for the transportation of 
property. 

Truck tractor means every motor vehicle designed and used primarily for drawing other vehicles 
and not so constructed as to carry a load other than a part of the weight of the vehicle and load so drawn. 
For th e purpos e s of thi s articl e , trail e rs or s e mi t r aile r s- d es ign e d with s hipping w ei ght s of 4 , - 000 pound s or 
und e r shall b e tax e d on th e sal e th e r e of at a rat e of $7.50 p e r v e hicl e .

Sec. 74-232. Tax. 

(a) Imposed. A tax is hereby imposed on the retail sale in the County of new and used 
motor vehicles and trail e rs . Such tax is to be paid by the purchaser, and nothing in this article shall be 
construed to impose a tax upon the occupation of motor vehicle dealers. 

(b) Schedule. This tax shall be levied according to the following schedule: 

(1) Sa le of a two wh eel m ot or v e hicl e , $7.50. Sale of a new or used motor vehicle 
with a curb weiuht of at least 3.300 pounds: $100.00 

(2) Sal e of a thr ee wh ee l motor v e hicl e , $11.25. 

(3) Sale of a - f e uf - wh ee l motor v e hicl e . $15.00. 

(-4) Sal e of a truck- t ruck trac - tor. tra ile r, s e mitrail e r or pol e trail e r as d e fin e d in this 
articl e , $22.50. 

(c) Failure to pay. It shall be deemed a violation of this article for a dealer to fail to add the 
tax imposed in this article to the sale price of a motor vehicle or to otherwise absorb such tax.

Sec. 74-233. Exceptions. 

The tax imposed by this article shall not apply to sales of motor vehicles wherein: 

(1) The purchaser is any governmental body or private corporation, society, 
foundation, or other institution organized and operated exclusively for charitable, 
religious, or educational purposes; 

(2) The purchaser is an interstate carrier for hire and the subject vehicle is purchased 
for use as rolling stock moving in interstate commerce; 
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(3) Such sale is made to a person who is not a resident of the State if such motor 
vehicle is not to be titled in the State and if a drive-away decal permit is issued to 
such motor vehicle as provided in 625 ILCS 5/3-601(f) (operation of vehicles 
under special plates). The issuance of the drive-away plate shall be prima facie 
evidence that such motor vehicle will not be titled in the State; 

(4) The subject motor vehicle is a farm tractor, riding lawn mower, fork lift truck, 
minibike, snowmobile, or off-the-road motor vehicle used for competitive racing, 
which under the laws of the State requires no lights or license; 

(5) The subject motor vehicle is a hybrid electric vehicle, or an alternative fuel 
vehicle, designed to have improved fuel economy and lower emissions than 
conventional motor vehicles. 

(£6) The subject motor vehicle is sold to persons for use outside the State and is 
registered or titled in a state other than Illinois.

Sec. 74-234. Dealer registration. 

Dealers doing business shall register with the department within 20 days after commencement of 
business. Dealers shall file each month, with the Department, a report of sales of new and used motor 
vehicles in such form as prescribed and furnished by the Department. Such report of sales must be mailed 
in sufficient time to be postmarked on or before the last day of the month following the month for which 
the return is due. Each report of sales of motor vehicles shall be accompanied by a remittance of the 
appropriate amount of tax applicable to the sales reported. Payment of the tax imposed herein shall be 
remitted to the Department and made payable to the County Collector. All revenue generated from the 
Motor Vehicle Weight Tax shall be deposited into the Cook County Health Fund and be used solely to 
fund the Cook County Bureau of Health Services.

Sec. 74-235. Penalties. 

(a) Any violation of this article shall be punishable by a fine of not less than $100.00 and not 
more than $1,000.00 or imprisonment for a period not to exceed six months, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment. It shall be deemed a violation of this article for any person knowingly to furnish false or 
inaccurate information as required in this article. 

(b) Criminal prosecutions pursuant to this article shall in no way bar the right of the County 
to institute civil proceedings to recover delinquent taxes, interest and penalties due and owing as well as 
costs incurred for such proceedings. Civil penalties assessed pursuant to this article shall not exceed 
$500.00 for each offense. For the purpose of this article, interest shall be computed at the rate provided by 
Chapter 34, Article III of this Code.

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Sec. 74-236. Additional to other taxes. 

The tax imposed by this article is in addition to all other taxes imposed by the government of the 
United States, the State, or any unit of local government. 

Sec. 74-237. Rule making- 

la) The Department may prescribe reasonable rules, definitions, and regulations not 
inconsistent with this Ordinance necessary to carry out the duties imposed upon it by this Ordinance- 
Such rules, definitions, and regulations shall include, but not be limited to. reasonable procedures 
consistent with existing practices of motor vehicle dealers for collection and remittance of the tax herein 
levied upon sale of motor vehicles. 

(b~) The Department shall have the authority to appoint owners, managers, or operators and 
any others persons within or without the County of Cook as agents for the collection and remittance of the 
tax herein levied. The Department is hereby authorized to grant a commission not exceeding one percent 
(1%) of the tax due to the County under this Ordinance to such agent for services rendered in connection 
with the tax herein levied, provided said tax is remitted, in full, by the due date. 

Sec. 74-238. Penalties. 


Any violation of this Ordinance shall be punishable by a fine of not less than $100.00 and not 
more than $1.000.00 or imprisonment for a period not to exceed six (6) months, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment. It shall be deemed a violation of this Ordinance for any person knowingly to furnish false 
or inaccurate information as required herein. Criminal prosecutions pursuant to this Ordinance shall in no 
wav bar the right of the County to institute civil proceedings to recover delinquent taxes, interest and 
penalties due and owing, as well as costs incurred for such proceeding. Civil penalties and interest 
assessed pursuant to this Ordinance shall be computed at the rate provided by the Cook County Uniform 
Penalty, Interest and Procedures Ordinance. 

Sec. 74-239. Transmittal of excess tax collections. 


If any person collects an amount in excess of the tax imposed by this Ordinance, but which 
amount is purported to be a collection thereof, and does not return the same to the purchaser who paid the 
tax, the person who collected the tax shall account for and pay over those excess amounts to the County 
along with the tax properly collected. 

Sec. 74-240. Effective Date. 


This Ordinance amendment shall take effect on February 1,2008.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 
USE TAX 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 74 Taxation, Article 
VII, Sections 74-270 through 74-284 of the Cook County Code are hereby amended as follows: 

ARTICLE VII. USE TAX 


Sec. 74-270. Short title. 

This article shall be known and may be cited as the Cook County Home Rule County Use Tax 
Ordinance. 

Sec. 74-271. Definitions. 

The following words, terms and phrases, when used in this article, shall have the meanings 
ascribed to them in this section, except where the context clearly indicates a different meaning: 

Department means the Department of Revenue. 

Director means the director of the Department of Revenue or duly authorized representative. 

Purchaser means any person who, through a sale at retail, acquires the ownership of or title to 
tangible personal property which is titled or registered with an agency of the state, for a valuable 
consideration. 

Purchaser at retail means the acquisition of the ownership of or title to tangible personal 
property which is titled or registered with an agency of the state, through a sale at retail. 

Retailer means every person engaged in the business of making sales at retail of tangible 
personal property which is titled or registered with an agency of the state. A person who does not hold 
such person's self out as being engaged in the business of selling tangible personal property at retail and 
who makes only isolated or occasional sales of tangible personal property titled or registered with an 
agency of the State is not a retailer within the meaning of this article. A person who is engaged in the 
business of leasing or renting motor vehicles to others and who in connection with such business sells any 
used motor vehicle to a purchaser for such purchaser's use and not for the purpose of resale, is a retailer 
engaged in the business of selling tangible personal property at retail under this article to the extent of the 
value of the vehicle sold. For the purpose of this section, the term "motor vehicle" shall have the meaning 
provided by 625 ILCS 5/1-146 (motor vehicle defined). 
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Retailer maintaining a place of business in the County or any like term, means and includes any 

retailer: 


(1) Having or maintaining within the County, directly or by a subsidiary, and office, 
distribution house, sales house, warehouse or other place of business or any agent 
or other representative operating within the County under the authority of the 
retailer or its subsidiary, irrespective of whether such place of business or agent 
or other representative is located in the County permanently or temporarily; 

(2) Engaging in soliciting orders within the County from persons by means of 
catalogues, advertising or other types of solicitation, whether such orders are 
received or accepted within or outside the County; 

(3) Making or effectuating sales for delivery into the County; or 

(4) Owning or possessing real or personal property located or used in the County for 
the purpose of or incidental to the making of sales at retail as defined in this 
article. 

Sale at retail means any transfer for valuable consideration of the ownership of or title to tangible 
personal property which is to be titled or registered to a person at a location in the County with an agency 
of the State, for use in the County, where such transfer is not for the purpose of resale in any form as 
tangible personal property. Transactions whereby the possession of property is transferred but the seller 
retains title as security for payment of the selling price with transfer of title effected upon full payment of 
the selling price shall be deemed to be sales at retail. Sale at retail shall be construed to include any 
transfer of the ownership of or title to tangible personal property which is titled or registered with an 
agency of the state, to a purchaser for use by any other person, to whom such purchaser may transfer, 
whether made for or without valuable consideration, for resale in any form as tangible personal property 
as defined in this article, unless made in compliance with Section 74-276. Sale at retail includes any 
transfer of, ownership of or title to tangible personal property as defined in this article, for use in the 
County incidental to a sale of service. 

Tangible personal property means tangible personal property which is titled or registered with an 
agency of the State to a person at a location within the corporate limits of the County. 

Tax or use tax means the tax imposed by this article, unless the context requires construction 
otherwise. 

Tax collector means a retailer maintaining a place of business within the County. 

Use means the exercise by any person of any right to or power over tangible personal property 
incident to the ownership of that property. The term "use" does not mean the interim holding of tangible 
personal property by a retailer before the retailer sells such tangible personal property nor the incidental 
use of such property in the regular course of such business for sales demonstration purposes.

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Sec. 74-272. Tax imposed. 

(a) Except as provided in Section 74-273, every user of tangible personal property which is 
purchased at retail on or after December 1, 1995, from a retailer and which is titled or registered at a 
location within the corporate limits of the County with an agency of the State government, shall be liable 
for a tax on the privilege of using such property in the County at the rate of thr ee quart e r one percent 
(1%) of such property's selling price (as the term "selling price" is defined by 35 ILCS 105/2 (use 
defined). The tax imposed by this article and the obligation to pay the same is upon the user. The tax 
imposed by this article shall be collected from the purchaser by the tax collector as defined by Section 74- 
271, and remitted to the Department as provided in this article. The tax collector shall be liable to the 
County for the amount of tax that it is required to collect. Retailers shall collect the tax from the users by 
adding the tax to the selling price of tangible personal property when sold for use in the County, in the 
manner prescribed by this article and the Department. The tax imposed by this article shall, when 
collected, be stated as a distinct item separate and apart from the selling price of tangible personal 
property. The tax hereby imposed and not paid to a retailer pursuant to this section shall be paid to the 
Department directly by any person using such property within the County pursuant to Section 74-277. If 
any retailer, in collecting the amount which purports to constitute use taxes measured by receipts from 
sales which are subject to tax under this article, collects more from the purchaser than the actual use tax 
liability on the transaction, the purchaser shall have a legal right to claim a refund of such amount from 
such retailer. However, if such amount is not refunded to the purchaser for any reason, the retailer is 
liable to pay such amount to the Department. 

(b) Every retailer maintaining a place of business in the County and making sales of tangible 
personal property for use in the County shall, when collecting the tax as provided in Section 74-272 from 
the purchaser, give to the purchaser a receipt for such tax in the manner and form prescribed by the 
Department. Such receipt shall be sufficient to relieve the purchaser from further liability for the tax to 
which such receipt may refer.

Sec. 74-273. Transactions not subject to tax. 

Notwithstanding any other provisions of this article, uses of tangible personal property, as defined 
in Section 74-271, which are exempt under the applicable provisions of 55 ILCS 5/5-1008 (home rule 
county use tax) and the Use Tax Act (35 ILCS 105/1 et seq.) shall not be subject to the tax imposed by 
this article.

Sec. 74-274. Retailer registration; security. 

(a) Every retailer maintaining a place of business in the County shall apply for registration as 
a tax collector with the Department no later than 30 days after commencing such business or 30 days after 
the effective date of the ordinance from which this article is derived, whichever occurs later. Application 
for registration shall be made to the Department by use of the form furnished by the Department for such 
purpose and shall contain such information as the Department may reasonably require. 
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(b) The Department may require an applicant for registration to furnish, within 30 days after 
commencing to engage in the business of selling tangible personal property at retail, a bond from a surety 
company authorized to do business in the State, or a bond secured by an assignment of a bank account or 
certificate of deposit, conditioned upon the applicant paying to the County all moneys becoming due 
under this article. The Department shall fix the amount of any such security in each case, taking into 
consideration the amount of money expected to become due from the applicant under this article. The 
amount of any security required by the Department shall be as such as, in the Department's opinion, will 
protect the County against failure to pay the amount which may become due from the applicant under this 
article. The amount of any security required by the Department shall not exceed three times the amount of 
the applicant’s average monthly tax collection and remittance liability or $50,000.00, whichever amount is 
lower. A retailer that fails to furnish security required by the Department in accordance with this section 
shall not be permitted to register as a tax collector. 

(c) A tax collector which has, as verified by the Department, faithfully and continuously 
complied with the conditions of its bond or other security under the provisions of this article for a period 
of three consecutive years, shall be entitled to a release of the bond or other security and shall be exempt 
from all requirements of furnishing a bond or other security as a condition precedent to registration under 
this article. Such exemption shall continue until such time as the Department shall determine that the tax 
collector is delinquent in the filing of any return or is delinquent or deficient in the paying of any tax 
under this article. 

(d) With respect to security other than bonds (upon which the Department may sue in the 
event of a forfeiture), if a tax collector fails to pay, when due, any amount whose payment such security 
guarantees, the Department shall, after such liability is admitted by the tax collector or established by the 
Department through issuance of a final assessment that has become final under the law, convert or cause 
to be converted the security which the tax collector has furnished, into money for the County after first 
giving the tax collector ten-days' written notice by registered or certified mail, to pay the liability or 
forfeit such security to the Department. If the security consists of a bank certificate of deposit, the 
Department shall convert the security into money by demanding and collecting the amount of such bank 
certificate of deposit from the bank which issued the certificate. If the Department realizes more than the 
amount of such liability from the security, plus the expenses incurred by the Department in converting the 
security into money, the Department shall pay such excess to the tax collector who furnished such 
security, and the balances thereby received on behalf of the County shall be paid into the corporate fund 
of the County. 

(e) A retailer maintaining a place of business in the County who fails to register as required 
in this article shall be guilty of violating this article and shall be fined $1,000.00 for each offense. Each 
sale at retail conducted by an unregistered retailer shall constitute a separate offense.

Sec. 74-275. Filing of returns. 

(a) Except as provided in this section, every retailer required to collect the tax imposed by 
this article shall, on or before the fifth twentieth (20th) day of each calendar month, file a return for the 
preceding calendar month with the Department. Except as otherwise provided in this article, taxes 
reported as collected and payable to the County shall be remitted to the County at the time a return is 
filed. Such returns shall be in a form determined by the Department and should state such reasonable 
information as the Department may require. Where the same person has more than one business registered 
with the Department under separate registrations under this article, such person shall be required to file 
separate returns for each such registered business. 
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(b) Notwithstanding any other provision of this article concerning the time within which a 
retailer may file the retailer's return, in the case of a retailer who ceases to engage in a kind of business 
which makes the retailer responsible for filing returns under this article, such retailer shall file a final 
return under this article with the Department not later than one calendar month after making the last sale 
at retail. All taxes due to be paid to the County shall be remitted to the County at the time the final return 
is filed with the Department. 

(c) Except as provided in this section, the retailer filing the return shall pay the Department 
the amount of tax imposed by this article, less a discount of two percent of the tax collected, which is 
allowed to reimburse the seller for the expenses incurred in collecting the tax, keeping records, preparing 
and filing returns, remitting the tax and supplying data to the Department. However, the discount herein 
provided shall not be allowed for any taxes not paid when due. All such discounts shall be credited 
against the tax collector's liabilities under this article. Refunds to purchasers made by the retailer during 
any return period shall be allowed as a credit on the next period return filed, but only if the retailer 
included the receipts from such sale in a return filed and remitted the tax imposed by this article with 
respect to such receipts. 

(d) The Director may require any tax collector to prepare and file an annual information 
return on the form prescribed by the Department, within 15 days after the tax collector files its annual 
income tax return with the State for such fiscal year. Such annual return to the Department shall include a 
statement of receipts as shown on the retailer's State income tax return. If the total receipts of the business 
as reported in the State income tax return do not agree with the receipts reported to the Department for the 
same period, the retailer shall attach to its annual return a schedule showing a reconciliation of the two 
amounts and state reasons for the differences. The retailer's annual return to the Department shall also 
disclose such additional reasonable information as the Department shall require to enable the Department 
to determine the accuracy of any periodic return filed by such retailer as provided by this section. 

(e) Where the tax collector is a corporation, all returns filed on behalf of such corporation 
shall be signed by the president, vice president, secretary or treasurer or by the properly accredited agent 
of such corporation, the chief executive officer or the highest ranking manager of such corporation. All 
returns required to be filed by this section shall be signed by, and the accuracy of the return certified by 
the president, vice president, secretary, treasurer, chief executive officer, owner of the highest ranking 
manager of the tax collector. Failure to file a return as herein required shall be in violation of this article 
and shall subject the tax collector to a fine of $1,000.00 for each violation. Any person who files a return 
with false or misleading information or signs or certifies such return, shall be guilty of violating this 
article and shall be subject to a fine of $1,000.00 for each such violation. The return form prescribed by 
the Department shall include a statement that any person signing such return may be subject to the 
penalties provided in this article. 

(0 Any retailer filing a return under this section shall also report, for the purpose of paying 
taxes due thereon, the total tax, if any, imposed upon it for the use of tangible personal property 
purchased by it for its own use, where such tax was not otherwise collected by the selling retailer. Such 
filing retailer shall remit the tax to the Department when filing such return.

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Sec. 74-276. Resellers of tangible personal property. 

(a) If a purchaser is not registered with the Department as a tax collector, but claims to be a 
reseller of tangible personal property in such a way that the purchaser's use is not taxable under this 
article, such purchaser shall apply to the Department for a County resale number. Such applicant shall 
state facts which demonstrate to the Department why the applicant is not liable for tax under this article 
and shall furnish such additional information as the Department may reasonably require. 

(b) Upon approval of the application, the Department shall assign a resale number to the 
applicant and shall certify such number to the applicant. The Department may cancel any such number 
which is obtained through misrepresentation, or which is used to make a use tax-free purchase when the 
purchaser in fact is not a purchaser for resale, or where the purchaser has discontinued making resales of 
property. Except as provided in this section, no use shall be made tax-free on grounds of the retailer's sale 
being a sale for resale unless the purchaser has an active County registration number or County resale 
number from the Department, and furnishes that number to the retailer in connection with certifying to the 
retailer that any use by such purchaser is nontaxable because of the retailer's sale being a sale for resale.

(d) A purchaser or user who is liable to pay use tax directly to the Department only 
occasionally and not on a frequent recurring basis, and who is not required to file returns with the 
Department as a retailer under Section 74-275 concerning the filing of regular monthly tax returns and all 
provisions concerning the requirements of registrants to post bond or other security with the Department 
shall apply to such purchasers or users; except that such a purchaser or user shall not be entitled to the two 
percent discount provided in Section 74-275 on any remittance, when such purchaser or user could have 
paid the tax to the retail seller of the property who was a registered tax collector for the County, instead of 
remitting the use tax directly to the Department.

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Sec. 74-278. Interest and penalties. 

(a) In case any person engaged in the business of selling tangible personal property at retail 
subject to or required to collect the tax imposed by this article fails to file a return, the Department shall 
determine the amount of tax due from such person according to the Department's best judgment and 
information, which amount so fixed by the Department shall be prima facie correct and shall be prima 
facie evidence of the correctness of the amount of tax due, as shown in such determination. Proof of such 
determination by the Department may be made at any hearing before the Department or in any legal 
proceeding, by a reproduced copy of the Department's record relating thereto, in the name of the 
Department under certificate of the Director. Such reproduced copy shall, without further proof, be 
admitted into evidence before the Department or in any legal proceeding and shall be prima facie proof of 
the correctness of the amount of tax due as shown therein. 

(b) In case of failure to pay the tax or any portion thereof or any penalty or interest when 
due, the Department may request that suit be brought against the tax collector or return filer, or the 
purchaser or user to recover the amount of such tax or portion thereof, or penalty or interest, or if the tax 
collector or purchaser or user has died or has become incompetent, may file a claim there for against such 
person's estate. The collection of tax, penalty or interest by any means provided for in this article shall not 
be a bar to collection by any other means. 

(c) Any tax amount which is not paid or remitted when due, shall bear interest at the rate 
provided in Chapter 34, Article III of this Code.

Distributor and supplier mean a person who either produces, refines, blends, compounds, or 
manufactures gasolin e or di ese l vehicle fuel in this County or transports or has transported gasolin e or 
di e s el vehicle fuel into this County or receives gasolin e or di ese l vehicle fuel in Cook County on which 
this tax has not been paid. 

Gasoline m e ans a 1 1- produc t s - sol d as gasolin e , which also includ es aviation gasolin e and gasohol, 
or any product which consists of gasolin e bl e nd e d with alcohol. This d e finitions do es- not includ e 
propan e , k e ros e n e or j e t fu e l. 

Retail dealer means any person who engages in the business of selling gasolin e or di e s e l vehicle 
fuel in the County to a purchaser for use or consumption and not for resale in any form. 

Sale, resale and selling mean any transfer of ownership or possession or both, exchange or barter, 
conditional or otherwise, in any manner or by any means whatsoever. In every case where gasolin e or 
d iesel vehicle fuel are is exchanged, given or otherwise disposed of, it shall be deemed to have been sold. 
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Vehicle means any machine or device in. upon or by which any person or property is or may be 
transported or drawn upon a rail, street, road highway or otherwise upon land, in or upon water, or 
through the air. Vehicle includes without limitation automobiles, trucks, buses, trains, motorcycles, 
boats, airplanes, jets and helicopters. 

Vehicle fuel means any volatile and inflammable liquid or gas produced, blended or compounded 
for the purpose of or which is suitable for operating a vehicle, or which is used in propelling a vehicle. 
Vehicle fuel includes without limitation gasoline, gasohol, diesel oil, motor benzol, motor benzene- 
propane gas fuel, kerosene and “special fuel’" as defined in the Illinois Motor Fuel Tax Law, as amended.

(1) A retail dealer doing business in the County; 

(2) A consumer who purchases g asoli n e- or di e s e l vehicle fuel directly from a 
distributor or supplier for delivery in the County; or 

(3) Another distributor or supplier doing business in the County that is not holding a 
valid registration certificate. 

(e) Any distributor or supplier of ga s olin e or di e s e l vehicle fuel shall pay the tax levied by 
this article to the Department. Any person receiving payment of this tax shall be a trustee for the County. 

(f) If the retail dealer shall receive gasolin e or di e s e l vehicle fuel upon which no tax has been 
collected by the distributor or supplier, then the retail dealer shall collect such tax and remit it directly to 
the Department within 30 days of the receipt of such g a-s ol - in e- or di e s e l vehicle fuel.

AN ORDINANCE AUTHORIZING THE CIRCUIT COURT CLERK OF COOK COUNTY 
TO ESTABLISH A FEE TO FINANCE CHILDREN’S ADVOCACY CENTERS 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 18 Courts, Article II, 
Section 18-40 of the Cook County Code is hereby enacted as follows: 

Sec. 18-40. Children’s Advocacy Center Fee. 

Beginning on January 1, 2008, the Clerk of the Circuit Court of Cook County shall collect a 
mandatory fee of $30.00 to be assessed as provided in this section.

1) The fee shall be paid by the defendant in criminal cases on a judgment of guilty or a grant 
of supervision under Section 5-9-1 of the Unified Code of Corrections (730 ILCS 5) for a 
felony; for a Class A, Class B, or Class C misdemeanor; for a petty offense; and for a 
business offense. 

2) Fees collected by the Clerk of the Circuit Court in traffic cases, as defined by Sections 
27.5 and 27.6 of the Illinois Clerks of Courts Act (705 ILCS 105) are subject to 
disbursement as provided under Sections 27.5 and 27.6 of the Clerks of Courts Act and 
shall not be deposited into an account specifically for the operation and administration of 
Children’s Advocacy Centers within Cook County. 

This Ordinance shall not supersede any other Ordinance enacted by the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners, which establishes and sets fees to be charged for other services not previously listed and 
provided by the Cook County Circuit Court Clerk.

ON PREMISES CONSUMPTION OF ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGE TAX 

BE IT ORDAINED, by Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 74 Taxation, Article XVIII, 
Sections 74-720 through 74-730 of the Cook County Code are hereby enacted as follows: 

ARTICLE XVIII. ON PREMISES CONSUMPTION OF ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGE TAX 

Sec. 74-720. Title. 

This Ordinance shall be known and may be cited as the “Cook County On Premises Consumption 
of Alcoholic Beverage Tax Ordinance”. The tax herein imposed is in addition to all other taxes imposed 
by the County of Cook, the State of Illinois or any municipal corporation or political subdivision thereof. 

Sec. 74-721. Definitions. 

For the purpose of this Ordinance, whenever any of the following words, terms or definitions are 
used herein, they shall have the meaning ascribed to them in this Section: 

Alcoholic Beverage includes alcohol spirits, wine and beer and any liquid or solid, patented or 
not, containing alcohol, spirits, wine, or beer, and capable of being consumed as a beverage by a human 
being. The provisions of this Ordinance shall not apply to alcohol used in the manufacture of denatured 
alcohol produced in accordance with Acts of Congress and regulations promulgated there under, nor to 
any liquid or solid containing one-half of one percent or less of alcohol by volume. 

Person means any natural person, trust, court appointed representative, syndicate, association, 
partnership, firm, club, company, corporation, business trust, institution, agency, government corporation, 
municipal corporation, district or other political subdivision, contractor, supplier, vendor, vendee, 
operator, user or owner or any officers, agents, employees, or other representatives acting either for 
himself or for any other person in any capacity or any other entity recognized by law as the subject of 
rights and duties; the masculine, feminine, singular or plural, is included in any circumstances.

Purchase at Retail means to obtain for use or consumption in exchange for a consideration, 
whether in the form of money, credits, barter or any other nature, and not for resale. 

Retailer means a Person who sells or offers for sale, for use or consumption and not for resale. 

Alcoholic Beverage Facility means any Person or establishment in Cook County which sells at 
retail Alcoholic Beverages and which provides for on premises consumption of said beverages, whether 
said beverages are consumed on the premises or not, and whether or not such Alcoholic Beverage Facility 
is conducted along with other uses(s) in a common premise or business establishment.

Sec. 74-722. Tax imposed. 

As authorized by 55 ILCS 5/5-1009, effective as of and commencing on the effective date of this 
Ordinance, a tax, in addition to any and all other taxes, is imposed upon the purchase of Alcoholic 
Beverages at retail at any Alcoholic Beverage Facility within Cook County at the rate of one and one half 
percent (1.5%) of the purchase price of such Alcoholic Beverage. The liability for payment of the tax 
shall be borne by the purchaser. 

Sec. 74-723. Collection of tax by retailer. 

The owner and operator of each Alcoholic Beverage Facility within Cook County shall jointly 
and severally have the duty to collect and account for said tax from each purchaser at the time that the 
consideration for such purchase is paid. 

Sec. 74-724. Books and records. 

The owner and operator of each Alcoholic Beverage Facility within Cook County, have the duty 
to maintain complete and accurate books, records and accounts showing the gross receipts for sales of 
Alcoholic Beverage, and the taxes collected each day, which shall be made available to the Department 
for examination and for audit by the Department upon reasonable notice and during normal business 
hours. 

Sec. 74-725. Registration of owners and operators. 

(a) Registration. The owner or operator of each Alcoholic Beverage Facility within the 
County of Cook shall register with the Department no later than twenty (20) days after the adoption of 
this Ordinance or the commencement of business. 

(b) Filing. Owners or operators of Alcoholic Beverage Facilities shall file a sworn tax return 
on a monthly basis with the Department showing gross sales of Alcoholic Beverages during the preceding 
monthly period, upon forms prescribed by the Department. Each tax return of sales of Alcoholic 
Beverages shall be accompanied by a remittance to the County of Cook of all taxes imposed by this 
Ordinance which are due and owing for the period of time to which the tax return applies. 
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(c) Remittance. The remittance and tax return shall be filed with the Department on the 
twentieth (20th) day of the month following the month which the tax return and remittance covers. A tax 
return received in an envelope, properly addressed to the Department and postmarked by the United 
States Post Office on or before the last day of the month shall be considered timely filed. The remittance 
shall be made payable to the Cook County Department of Revenue. The tax return shall also be 
accompanied with a copy of the return filed with the Illinois Department of Revenue for sales within 
Cook County covering the same reporting period. All revenue generated from the On Premises 
Consumption of Alcoholic Beverage Tax shall be deposited into the Cook County Flealth Fund and be 
used solely to fund the Cook County Bureau of Health Services. 

Sec. 74-726. Rule making. 

(a) The Department may prescribe reasonable rules, definitions, and regulations not 
inconsistent with this Ordinance necessary to carry out the duties imposed upon it by this Ordinance. 
Such rules, definitions, and regulations shall include, but not be limited to, reasonable procedures 
consistent with existing practices of owners and operators of Alcoholic Beverage Facilities for collection 
and remittance of the tax herein levied upon the purchaser of Alcoholic Beverages. 

(b) The Department shall have the authority to appoint operators or owners or any other 
person within or without the County of Cook as agents for the collection and remittance of the tax herein 
levied. The Department is hereby authorized to grant a commission not exceeding one percent (1%) of 
the tax due under this Ordinance to such agent for services rendered in connection with the tax herein 
levied, provided said tax is remitted, in full, by the due date. 

See. 74-727. Interest and penalties. 

Any violation of this Ordinance shall be punishable by a fine of not less than $100.00 and not 
more than $1,000.00 or imprisonment for a period not to exceed six (6) months, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment. It shall be deemed a violation of this Ordinance for any person knowingly to furnish false 
or inaccurate information or fail to file the tax return and remittance as required herein. Criminal 
prosecutions pursuant to this Ordinance shall in no way bar the right of Cook County to institute civil 
proceedings to recover delinquent taxes, interest and penalties due and owing, as well as costs incurred 
for such proceeding. Civil penalties and interest assessed pursuant to this Ordinance shall be computed at 
the rate provided by the Cook County Uniform Penalty, Interest and Procedures Ordinance. 

Sec. 74-728. Transmittal of excess tax collections. 

If any person collects an amount in excess of the tax imposed by this Ordinance, but which 
amount is purported to be a collection thereof, and does not return the same to the purchaser who paid the 
tax, the person who collected the tax shall account for and pay over those excess amounts to Cook County 
along with the tax properly collected. 

Sec. 74-729. Confidentiality. 

All information received by the Department from returns filed pursuant to this Ordinance or from 
any investigations conducted pursuant to this Ordinance, except for official County purposes, or as 
required by the Freedom of Information Act, shall be confidential. 

Sec. 74-730. Effective Date.

COOK COUNTY HOTEL ACCOMMODATIONS TAX 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 74 Taxation, Article 
XVII, Sections 74-680 through 74-692 of the Cook County Code are hereby enacted as follows: 

ARTICLE XVII. HOTEL ACCOMMODATIONS TAX 


Sec. 74-680. Title. 

This Ordinance shall be known and may be cited as the “Cook County Hotel Accommodations 
Tax Ordinance”. The tax herein imposed is in addition to all other taxes imposed by the County of Cook, 
the State of Illinois or any municipal corporation or political subdivision thereof. 

Sec. 74-681. Definitions. 

Definitions. For the purpose of this Ordinance, whenever any of the following words, terms or 
definitions are used herein, they shall have the meaning ascribed to them in this Section: 

Department means the Cook County Department of Revenue within the Cook County Bureau of 
Finance. 

Director means the Director of Revenue, or his or her duly authorized representative. 

Hotel accommodations means a room or rooms in any building or structure kept, used or 
maintained as or advertised or held out to the public to be an inn, motel, hotel, apartment hotel, lodging 
house, bed-and-breakfast establishment, dormitory, condo hotel, condotels, apartotels or place, where 
sleeping, rooming, office, conference or exhibition accommodations are furnished for lease or rent, 
whether with or without meals, in which seven or more such accommodations are used or maintained for 
guests, lodgers or roomers. The term “hotel accommodations” shall not include (i) an accommodation 
which a person occupies, or has the right to occupy, as his or her domicile and permanent residence; or 
(ii) any temporary accommodation provided in any building or structure owned or operated, directly or 
indirectly, by or on behalf of a not-for-profit medical institution, hospital, or allied educational institution; 
or (iii) any temporary accommodation provided by an accredited educational institution for use by its 
students. 
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Condo hotels, Condotels and Apartotels means a building higher than six stories that is operated 
by a hospitality company, where individual units are sold as condominiums to individuals to be used as 
second homes, not primary residences, and in exchange for a share of the revenue, the hospitality 
company markets the units as a hotel, takes reservations, operates the front desk, maintains the property 
and provides services hotel guests expect, such as housekeeping, food and beverage and concierge. 

Person means any natural person, receiver, administrator, executor, conservator, assignee, trust in 
perpetuity, trust, estate, firm, copartnership, joint venture, club, company, business trust, domestic or 
foreign corporation, association, syndicate, society, or any group of individuals acting as a unit, whether 
mutual, cooperative, fraternal, nonprofit, or otherwise. Whenever the term “person*’ is used in any clause 
prescribing and imposing a penalty, the term as applied to associations shall mean that the owners or part- 
owners thereof, and as applied to corporations, the officers thereof. 

Sec. 74-682. Tax imposed. 

As authorized by 55 ILCS 5/5-1009, effective as of and commencing on the effective date of this 
Ordinance, a tax is imposed and shall accrue and be collected upon the use of hotel accommodations 
within Cook County at a rate of one percent (1 %) of the gross rental or leasing charge. 

Sec. 74-683. Tax to be borne by tenant. 

The ultimate incidence of and liability for payment of said tax shall be borne by the lessee or 
tenant of any such hotel accommodations. The tax herein levied shall be in addition to any and all other 
taxes. It shall be the duty of every owner, manager or operator of hotel accommodations to secure said 
tax from the lessee or tenant of said hotel accommodations and pay over to the Department said tax under 
rules and regulations prescribed by the Director and as otherwise provided by this Ordinance. 

Sec. 74-684. Hotel to secure tax from tenant. 

The tax herein levied shall be secured by the hotel accommodation owner, manager, or operator 
from the lessee or tenant when collecting the price, charge or rent to which it applies. Every lessee or 
tenant shall be given a bill, invoice, receipt or other statement or memorandum of the price, charge or rent 
payable upon which the hotel accommodations tax shall be stated, charged and shown separately. 

Sec. 74-685. Registration of ow ners and operators; filing and remittance. 

(a) Registration. Every owner, manager or operator of hotel accommodations within the 
County, after the adoption of this Ordinance, shall register with the Department within twenty (20) days 
after the adoption of this Ordinance or the commencement of business. 

(b) Filing. Owners, managers or operators shall file a sworn tax return on a monthly basis 
with the Department showing tax receipts received with respect to hotel accommodations rented or leased 
during the preceding monthly period, upon forms prescribed by the Director. At the time of filing said tax 
return, the owner, manager or operator of hotel accommodations shall pay to the Department all taxes due 
for the period to which the tax return applies. 
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(c) Remittance. The remittance and tax return shall be filed with the Department on the 
twentieth (20th) day of the month following the month for which the return and remittance covers. A tax 
return received in an envelope, properly addressed to the Department and postmarked by the United 
States Post Office on or before the twentieth day of the month shall be considered timely filed. The tax 
return shall also be accompanied by a remittance of the appropriate amount of tax applicable to the 
receipts reported. The remittance shall be made payable to the Cook County Collector. All revenue 
generated from the Hotel Accommodations Tax shall be deposited into the Cook County Health Fund and 
be used solely to fund the Cook County Bureau of Health Services. 

Sec. 74-686. Books and Records. 

Every owner, manager and operator of hotel accommodations within the County, shall jointly and 
severally have the duty to maintain complete and accurate books, records and accounts showing (1) the 
process, (2) rents or charges made or charged, and (3) occupancies taxable under this Ordinance each 
day. These documents shall be made available to the Department or a duly authorized representative for 
examination and for audit by the Department or a duly authorized representative upon reasonable notice 
and during normal business hours.

The ultimate goal of the program is to reduce incarceration of mentally ill, 
nonviolent felony offenders. In its first two years of operation, the program has received 180 referrals 
and has 70 active participants, both male and female. Most participants have substance abuse disorders in 
addition to chronic mental illness and other health concerns, such as positive tests for HIV. Early 
program results are encouraging, with recidivism for participants substantially reduced. The grant funds 
will be used to increase the participant capacity of the program by an additional 25 offenders, or 75 per 
year. 

The authorization to apply for the original grant was given on January 9, 2007 by the Cook County Board 
of Commissioners in the amount of $200,000.00. 
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The grant requires matching funds only in the form of contributions of time from existing staff. As such, 
the grant would have no fiscal impact on Cook County.

WHEREAS, the onrushing financial crisis involving home mortgages, debt instruments of all 
types, and the banking system of the United States threatens to set off an economic collapse 
worse than the Great Depression of the 1930s with millions of Americans faced with 
foreclosure and loss of their homes over the coming months; and 

WHEREAS, this financial crisis threatens the integrity of both Federal and State chartered 
banks, as typified by the run on deposits of Countrywide Financial Corporation in California 
on August 16, which could wipe out the life savings of too many American people and 
drastically undermine the economic stability of our states and cities; and 
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WHEREAS, under similar circumstances in the 1930s, President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
successfully intervened to protect banks and homeowners, addressing Congress with a 
"declaration of national policy" on April 13, 1933, which stated "that the broad interests of 
the Nation require that special safeguards should be thrown around home ownership as a 
guarantee of social and economic stability, and that to protect homeowners from inequitable 
enforced liquidation in a time of general distress is a proper concern of the Government.” 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners 
calls upon Congress to take emergency action to protect homeowners and banks by enacting a 
Homeowners and Banks Protection Act specifically to: 

1. Establish a Federal agency to place Federal and State chartered banks under protection, 
freezing all existing home mortgages for a period of time, adjusting mortgage values to 
fair prices, restructuring existing mortgages at appropriate interest rates and writing off 
speculative debt obligations of mortgage-backed securities, financial derivatives and 
other forms of financial pyramid schemes that have brought the banking system to the 
point of bankruptcy; and 

2. Declare a moratorium on all home foreclosures for the duration of the transitional period, 
allowing families to retain their homes. Monthly payments, the equivalent of "rental 
payments", shall be made to designated banks, which can use the funds as collateral for 
normal lending practices, thus recapitalizing the banking system. These affordable 
monthly payments will be factored into new mortgages, reflecting the orderly deflating of 
the housing bubble, the establishment of appropriate property valuations and reduced 
fixed mortgage interest rates. No homeowner shall be evicted from his or her property, 
and the Federal and State chartered banks shall be protected so that they can resume their 
traditional functions, serving local communities and facilitating credit for investment in 
productive entities; and 

3. Authorize the state government to assume the administrative responsibilities for 
implementing the program, including the "rental" assessments to designated banks, with 
the Federal government providing the necessary credits and guarantees to assure the 
successful transition. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that suitable copies of this Resolution be delivered to the 
President of the United States Senate, the Speaker of the United States House of 
Representatives, and to each member of the Illinois congressional delegation and that this text 
be spread upon the official proceedings of this Honorable Body.

REPORT OF THE TASK FORCE ON HOSPITAL GOVERNANCE 


November 13, 2007

Ladies and Gentlemen: 

Your Task Force on Hospital Governance of the Board of Commissioners of Cook County met pursuant 
to notice on Tuesday, November 13, 2007 at the hour of 11:00 A.M. in the Board Room, Room 569, 
County Building, 118 North Clark Street, Chicago, Illinois. 

The purpose of the meeting was to take testimony from various individuals on the topic of an Independent 
Governance Board for the Cook County Bureau of Health Services. Invited to speak were Cook County 
Commissioner Larry Suffredin and Interim Bureau Chief Dr. Robert R. Simon. 

Chairman Goslin gaveled the meeting to order, and called upon Commissioner Suffredin. 

Commissioner Suffredin stated that a concept on a temporary trusteeship would be presented. He 
requested that the individuals from the Emergency Network to Save Cook County Health Services be 
allowed to speak first. 

Mr. William McNary, Co-Director of Citizen Action/Illinois and a member of the Emergency Network to 
Save Cook County Health Services, described the Emergency Network to Save Cook County Health 
Services as a coalition of health care policy experts dedicated to reforming and restoring the Cook County 
health care safety net. Close to seventy (70) groups comprise this coalition, which includes nurses, 
doctors, other health care workers, community organizations, faith-based organizations, labor unions, 
consumer advocates and elected officials. 

Mr. McNary offered testimony in support of a temporary trusteeship. He stated that the crisis is real, and 
the mission of the County health care system is at risk. Furthermore, he believes that current governance 
and oversight is not adequate. He cited key points to emphasize his comments which were included in the 
October 2007 Report of the Cook County Bureau of Health Services Review Committee (also referred to 
as the Goodman Report) by the independent Blue Ribbon Panel appointed by President Todd H. Stroger. 
Mr. McNary stated that the first step to reform the County health system and to restore public confidence 
is the immediate creation of a temporary board of trustees that can provide independent oversight. 

Mr. McNary spoke in favor of a draft proposed ordinance, sponsored by Commissioner Suffredin, which 
lays out an actual blueprint on how to move forward, and addresses a majority of the recommendations 
given in the Goodman Report. This proposed interim trusteeship creates a board consisting of nine (9) 
members and is composed of independent health care professionals and advocates, members of the 
private hospital community and a representative of the system’s employees. It also includes the 
Chairpersons of both the Health & Hospitals and Finance Committees of the Board of Commissioners. 
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Dr. Quentin Young, M.D., Chairman of the Health and Medicine Policy Research Group and a member of 
the Emergency Network to Save Cook County Health Services, spoke in favor of the interim trusteeship. 
He stated that demand is constantly increasing, and the formula to get resources lies in creating 
independent governance. Not only is the public system in jeopardy, but the private sector is also under 
threat if the service mission of the County is not resolved. 

Ms. Leatrice Berman Sandler, Vice President of the Health and Medicine Policy Research Group and a 
member of the Emergency Network to Save Cook County Health Services, also spoke in support of the 
interim trusteeship. She stated that the interim trusteeship provided the most effective way to respond to 
the urgent needs of the citizens of Cook County by stabilizing safety net health services. In addition, she 
stated that the trusteeship is intended as a direct extension of the Board’s power. It does not call for an 
entirely new and independent governance structure; instead it calls for the Board of Commissioners to 
delegate a governance authority to a board of health experts. The powers of the trusteeship would be 
subject to the appropriate level of approval by the Board of Commissioners; the trusteeship would not 
really be changing the powers of what the Bureau Chief has today. Finally, she stated that this concept 
represents the most effective placeholder while the Board of Commissioners conducts a thoughtful review 
of long-term governance options. 

Commissioner Suffredin distributed copies of the draft proposed ordinance creating the interim 
trusteeship. He stated that it has not yet been introduced to the Board, as negotiations and discussions are 
still ongoing, however he believed it could be viewed as a starting point. He added that the draft includes 
a member which represents the system’s employees, as the cooperation of the labor unions will be 
necessary. He explained that the Board of Commissioners needed to review both short and long-term 
levels of governance. Long-term governance issues will require action by the General Assembly and 
cannot be expected to be resolved quickly. There needs to be a step before that permanent governance 
resolution, which could be a temporary trusteeship. 

Commissioner Suffredin explained that this draft was modeled after actions with regard to the Juvenile 
Temporary Detention Center that the Board has previously taken. He stated that the interim trusteeship 
was necessary to re-establish to the overall community confidence in the health administration of the 
Bureau of Health Services. He added that the Board needed to state clear purposes as to why this health 
system needed to be kept going. Furthermore, he believed that the revenue source cannot be only tax 
dollars; funding sources should include a mix of federal and state programs. Commitments from the 
elected officials at the federal level should be obtained to assist in securing this funding. 

Dr. Joseph Flaherty, Dean of the University of Illinois College of Medicine at Chicago and Urbana- 
Champaign, spoke in favor of an independent board that would advise the Board of Commissioners. He 
stated that the University is willing to work with the Bureau of Health Services, and he elaborated upon 
many similarities between the two entities. The University is a first-class research university that receives 
$350 million in research money annually. Additionally, they are a recipient of intergovernmental transfer 
funds, they use the Cerner system and have the same mission as the Bureau of Health Services. 

Commissioner Collins asked how the proposal solves the immediate problem of funding the system. 

Commissioner Suffredin stated that the proposal would create credibility in the general and health 
communities. 

Commissioner Collins stated that she supports the basic concept, but had concerns because she felt that 
the responsibility needed to move away from the Board of Commissioners. Under the proposed interim 
trusteeship, there is no independent funding source and the trustee board would not take full responsibility 
for the health care system. 
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Ms. Berman Sandler stated that there were many different models to review, including those that create a 
truly independent taxing authority body. 

Commissioner Silvestri felt that the public’s lack of confidence in the Bureau of Health Services stems 
from the perceived failure to collect revenues from the indigent and uninsured. He felt that public 
perception is not negative in regards to quality of health care provided. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked Dr. Flaherty whether the University had the same clientele and 
constituency, and what percentage of the patients were uninsured. 

Dr. Flahery replied that forty-two percent (42%) of their clientele were Medicaid patients. He stated that 
fifty-two percent (52%) were under- or uninsured, and seven percent (7%) of that total was totally 
uninsured. 

Commissioner Silvestri had concerns about changing the governance of the health care system on a 
temporary basis, as opposed to a permanent delegation of some powers. He believes that the Board of 
Commissioners, under its home rule authority, has the ability to create an independent governing board, 
short of giving it the power to tax people. He stated that he preferred this method, as opposed to a 
temporary trusteeship. 

Commissioner Daley echoed the concerns stated by Commissioner Collins with regards to funding 
problems. He requested a clarification by Dr. Flaherty on the total number of self-pay patients that the 
University serves. 

Dr. Flaherty responded that seven percent (7%) of their patients are self-pay. 

Commissioner Daley stated that the Bureau of Health Service’s percentage of self-pay patients is forty- 
seven percent (47%). He hoped that as the Board of Commissioners reviews the issue of governance, that 
the University could participate in the ongoing discussions relating to taking some of the County’s self¬ 
pay patients. 

Commissioner Daley stated that he was in favor of a totally independent board, with separate taxing 
authority, appointed by the President and confirmed by the Board of Commissioners. He stated that the 
President should introduce legislation in Springfield to do so, and that the Board should collectively work 
together to get the legislation passed. 

Chairman Goslin recollected a recent meeting with Susan White, the County’s representative in 
Washington. It was her opinion that in the next year and a half, the County will probably lose another 
$100 million in funding from Washington, regardless of the Bureau’s performance. 

Commissioner Moreno believed that the County should network with other area providers and community 
groups to address the issue; there is a resolution that was sent to the Health & Hospitals Committee to 
establish a regional metropolitan Cook County network. He agreed that funding is the immediate 
problem. 

Commissioner Butler was concerned with some sections of the draft ordinance that would seem to 
contradict a trusteeship's independence, particularly those involving funding. 
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Dr. Robert R. Simon, Interim Chief of the Bureau of Health Services, addressed the members of the Task 
Force. He stated that he was strongly opposed to a three year trusteeship, and noted that the Goodman 
Report does not even discuss that. He emphasized that the funding problem is paramount, regardless of 
the governance model. Critical services will be cut if revenue is not brought in for the Bureau of Health 
Services. 

After surveying a number of other public institutions that have independent governance boards. Dr. 
Simon developed recommendations on his vision for an independent governance board. These included 
his recommendations on the size of the board, term and term limits, criteria for board membership, the 
role of ex-officio members on the board, the removal process for a board member, the dissolution of a 
board if the board is not performing as the Board of Commissioners has directed, the appointment of a 
chairman, conflict of interest policies and the explicit powers granted to the board. It was his opinion that 
the Board of Commissioners should retain approval of annual budgets and audits. Additionally, he 
believes that the independent governance board should include a finance oversight committee, an 
operations oversight committee and a quality and patient safety committee which would include nursing 
representation, medical staff representation and other workers. 

Dr. Simon also recommended that the Board of Commissioners bring in Larry Gage, President of the 
National Association of Public Hospitals. Mr. Gage has helped a number of other boards develop 
independent governance boards and has indicated his willingness to assist the County. 

Dr. Simon envisioned a three step process toward an independent governing board. First, a budget should 
be approved with appropriate revenues to support the existing Bureau of Health Services. Second, by 
January 15, 2008, the Board should appoint an independent governance board under the existing laws. 
The third step is to ask the state over a two year process for the independent taxing authority. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked whether an independent governance board would recommend drastic 
measures with regards to Provident and Oak Forest Hospitals. 

Dr. Simon replied that in the past, that has been an option. His predecessors had recommended the 
closure of Provident Hospital of Cook County and the closure of the clinic system. He has tried to 
preserve as much as possible. He stated that an independent governance board would probably have 
brought in industrial engineers to review and restructure as much as possible. Dr. Simon has done a 
complete restructure in two areas, Nursing Administration and Pathology. As a result of the 
restructurings, Nursing Administration was downsized by over $1.5 million; Pathology reduced their 
overtime by fifty percent (50%), reduced their leadership staff by $1.4 million and improved the 
turnaround time for tests. 

Additional discussion followed regarding review and restructure, under its present authority and under an 
independent governance board, of departments and hospitals under the Bureau of Health Services. 

Vice Chairman Murphy asked Dr. Simon how many nurses lost their jobs at the hospital. 

Dr. Simon replied that seven nurses had lost their jobs, and that the rest were relocated to other positions. 
Additionally, all seven of those nurses chose to retire rather than be reassigned. There were 
approximately sixty to seventy doctors laid off, although two-thirds of those were part-time. Before the 
Fiscal Year 2007 Budget was passed, there were 750,000 primary care visits, and after the budget there 
were 665,000 primary care visits. 

Commissioner Peraica expressed support for preventative health care programs such as Access to Care. 
He was in favor of first examining infrastructure reorganization, then addressing funding issues. 
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Chairman Goslin asked Dr. Simon to clarify the industry term “self-pay.” 

Dr. Simon explained that self pay means no insurance whatsoever. The patient does not qualify for 
Medicaid or any other insurance, and they generally have no personal money with which to pay medical 
bills. He added that self-pay really means no-pay. 

Commissioner Butler, seconded by Vice Chairman Murphy, moved to adjourn. The motion 
carried and the meeting was adjourned.

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 2 Administration, 
Article 1, Section 2-80 in hereby amended as follows: 

Sec. 2-80. Legislative and Fiscal Impact Review. 

JQ Any proposed legislation introduced before the Illinois General Assembly at the behest of 
the Cook County Treasurer, Recorder of Deeds, Assessor, Sheriff, Clerk of the Circuit 
Court, Chief Judge, State's Attorney, County Clerk, member of the Board of Review, or 
any person acting on behalf of the President of Cook County in a capacity as chief of a 
bureau or head of a department, is required to carry the prior written consent of the 
President and Board of Commissioners. In the event that any of the herein named 
officials appears in the record as a proponent of a measure that passes both houses of the 
General Assembly and becomes law, where said law has a fiscal impact on Cook County 
government, the full amount of the fiscal impact will be charged against the budget of the 
elected or appointed county official so identified as a proponent. 
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2) A Fiscal Impact Review shall be conducted annually by the Director of Budget and 
Management Services, for purposes of evaluating the accuracy of annual income 
projections from revenue sources based on fees, when said projections were provided by 
the office of the Cook County Treasurer. Recorder of Deeds, Assessor, Sheriff. Clerk of 
the Circuit Court, Chief Judge, State's Attorney. County Clerk, or Board of Review (the 
‘‘Elected Officials”! in conjunction with consideration and adoption of the Annual 
Appropriations Ordinance. In the event that revenue generated from a fee is not sufficient 
to equal or exceed the annual projection and a shortfall is projected, as determined by the 
Budget Director at the Mid-Year Budget Review, and when it is further determined that 
the shortfall is a result of a failure to impose a fee as required by law, or a failure to 
properly administer and collect a fee as required by law, the Budget Director shall report 
the shortfall to the Board of Commissioners for an immediate amendatory reduction in 
a ppropriation authority previously granted to the budgetary unit(s) of the Elected Official 
responsible for calculating said revenue estimate(s). of an amount corresponding to the 
identified shortfall.

WHEREAS, the County will close out its accounts and render an account and make settlements for the 
Annual Appropriation Bill for the Fiscal Year of 2007; and 

WHEREAS, prior to the adoption of an Annual Appropriation Bill for the Fiscal Year 2008 by the Board 
of Commissioners of the County (the “Board”), it will be necessary and in the best interests of the County 
to make expenditures and incur obligations to continue operations which are in addition to those 
expenditures which may be approved from time to time at regular Board meetings held prior to the 
adoption of the Annual Appropriation Bill for the Fiscal Year 2008; and 

WHEREAS, subsequent to the closing of accounts of the Fiscal Year 2007 and prior to the passage of an 
Annual Appropriation Bill for the Fiscal Year 2008, the Cook County Board of Commissioners (“Board”) 
wishes to authorize and direct the Comptroller of the County (the “Comptroller”) and the Treasurer of the 
County (the “Treasurer”) to advance funds and pay such necessary continuing expenditures. 

NOW, THEREFORE, IT IS HEREBY RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF 
COOK COUNTY, ILLINOIS, AS FOLLOWS: 

Section 1. Incorporation of Preambles. The Board hereby finds that all of the recitals contained in the 
Preambles of this Resolution are true and correct and does incorporate them into this Resolution by 
reference. 

Section 2. End of the Current Fiscal Year. The Comptroller is authorized and directed to close the 
accounts of Cook County pursuant to the Annual Appropriation Bill for the Fiscal Year 2007 as of 
November 30, 2007, at 12:00 o'clock midnight. All unexpended balances of said Appropriation Bill for 
the Fiscal Year 2007 shall be placed to the credit of each specific fund. 

Section 3. Establishment of Accounts. Pending passage of the Annual Appropriation Bill for the Fiscal 
Year 2008 utilizing the classification of Standard Budgetary Accounts adopted by the County Board on 
March 6, 1944, as amended from time to time, the Comptroller is authorized and directed to set up such 
accounts as may be necessary to make payments as provided in this Resolution. 

Section 4. Advancement of Salaries. Pending passage of the Annual Appropriation Bill for the Fiscal 
Year 2008, the Comptroller and the Treasurer are authorized and directed to make arrangements to 
advance and to continue to pay the salaries of the several officers and employees of the County, including 
authorized overtime; provided, however, that any salaries paid pursuant to this Resolution shall not 
exceed the salaries which were in effect as of November 30, 2007; and provided, further, that there shall 
be no increase in the number of positions within each job classification in effect on November 30, 2007; 
and provided, further, that no new employees shall be hired to fill vacancies in existing positions with the 
exception of public safety and health positions and emergency hires approved by the President of the 
Board. 
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Section 5. Payment of All Other Necessary Expenditures. Pending passage of the Annual 
Appropriation Bill for the Fiscal Year 2008, the Comptroller and the Treasurer are authorized and 
directed to make arrangements to advance the payment of obligations of the County as follows: 

1. Payment of the following continuing obligations of the County: utilities; insurance premiums and 
benefit/administration payments; payroll taxes; payments associated with payroll deductions; 
invoices for contracted pharmaceutical supplies; leases; intergovernmental transfers; self- 
insurance payments; and, court-ordered payments. 

2. Payment of purchases of materials, supplies and services involving expenditures in the amount of 
Twenty-Five Thousand Dollars ($25,000.00) or less in accordance with County Ordinance and 
existing procedures. 

3. Payments pursuant to grants and special purpose funds previously approved by the County. 

Section 6. Capital Improvement Items. Unexpended Capital Improvement items appearing in the 
Capital Improvement Section of the Appropriation Bill of Cook County for Fiscal Year 2007 shall not be 
deemed to have lapsed at the end of Fiscal Year 2007. Funds specifically appropriated therein shall be 
available until the adoption and approval of the Annual Appropriation Bill for the Fiscal Year 2008. 

Section 7. Severability. If any section, paragraph or provision of this Resolution shall be held to be 
invalid or unenforceable for any reason, the invalidity or unenforceability of such section, paragraph or 
provision shall not affect any of the remaining provisions of this Resolution. 

Section 8. Effective Date. This Resolution shall be effective immediately upon passage by this Board 
and approval by the President of the County Board for a period of thirty (30) days .

WHEREAS, Chester Stranczek, Mayor of the Village of Crestwood, has retired after a long and 
distinguished career in the private and public sector; and 

WHEREAS, Chester Stranczek, the eldest of eight children, was born in 1929 and attended St. 
Christopher grammar school in Midlothian, Blue Island High School and Canisius College in western 
New York. After serving in the Army and pitching in the minor leagues he returned to Crestwood where 
he raised two children with his wife Diane and started a trucking business which would become Cresco 
Lines, Inc., a $31.5 million, over-the-road trucking service operating in forty-eight states and six 
Canadian provinces; and 

WHEREAS, Chester Stranczek served the Village of Crestwood with excellence for 50 years, first as an 
elected trustee for twelve years, then as mayor since 1969; and 
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WHEREAS, Chester Stranczek made history as the first mayor in Illinois to rebate a portion of residents’ 
property tax payments. In 1993, residents received a 26 percent refund, $4 million was returned to 
residents in 1998 and 48 percent was returned in 2006; and 

WHEREAS, Chester Stranczek was a minor league pitcher for the Philadelphia Phillies in the 1950s 
before an injury forced him to leave baseball. He also lent his talents to the Army’s baseball team as he 
served for seventeen months in the Far East. Mr. Stranczek’s great love of baseball led him to bring 
minor league baseball to Crestwood where he secured funds to build a multimillion dollar, state-of-the-art 
field; and 

WHEREAS, Chester Stranczek’s fervent commitment to education led him to establish the Chester 
Stranczek Scholarship Fund at his alma mater, Canisius College, in 1998; and 

WHEREAS, Chester Stranczek was honored with an honorary doctor of humane letters degree from 
Canisius College in 2001; and 

WHEREAS, Chester Stranczek’s exemplary career of service and philanthropy was most evident when 
he and his wife donated one million dollars toward the renovation of the arena within the Koessler 
Athletic Center at Canisius College in 2002. The College benefited again in 2007 from their extreme 
generosity with another one million dollar gift for the creation of an interdisciplinary science center there; 
and 

WHEREAS, Chester Stranczek made outstanding contributions to the trucking industry as an innovator
